& Roofing company, a space of 
approximately 100 foot frontage, 
have been selected for the location 
of the curb market. 
With B. £. Shelton, temporary 
chaijpnan, presiding, the commit­ 
tee went to work at once with the 
idor, toward arranging a definite 
Working basis.

committee, headed by Mrs. J. T. 
Nelaon, concerning the selection 
of a curb matter, the selection yet 
to be determined.

anent housing facility

Each of the farm­ 
ers suggested that Morgan county 
growers will have sufficient prod­ 
ucts to offer the first week in 
March.

ATLaNYa , O»., Feb. 4— (AP) 
-‘-The bodies of Mrs. Lottie In­ 
gram and her 14-monthsold baby 
were found by her husband, Bar­ 
ney Ingram early today when he 
returned home from his ali-night 
work in a cotton mill. 
They had been slain in bed. The 
mother’s skull had been crushed 
by blows from a flit iron, while 
the infant had been iRrangled. 
On tlje baby’s throat were finger 
prints and around its neck a strip 
of cloth torn from a bedspread had 
been twisted and tide. 
The 
flat-iron, 
spattered with 
blood, was found on the bed. The 
bed-clothing was only slightly dis­ 
arranged. 
Four heavy blows had fractured 
the woman’s skull and cut deep 
gashes in her fa<# and scalp. Un­ 
dertakers believe 
she * had been 
dead since two or three o’clock 
this morning. * 
Ingram came home from work 
about six o’clock and neighbors saw 
him enter the house. He ran out 
in a few minutes, crying that hi* 
wife and baby had been murdered. 
An unidentified man, who is said 
to have gone to the Ingram home 
about three o’clock this morning, is 
being sought.

Occupying the next apartment 
in the duplex house i» A. B. Skel­ 
ton, who told police that about 3 
o’clock he heard a man knock at 
the Ingram’s door and that Mrs. 

Skelton said 
the stranger told her he was a 
friend of her husband, who had 
sent him to his home to spend the 
night. 
Skelton was detained for further 
questioning by police.

Tex Sweeney and Roy Barnwell, 
who is facing a forgery charge, 
are at liberty. 
The break, one of the most daring 
ever attempted in this section, took 
place when Jailer Foremen led the 
men into the “bull pen” for their 
breakfast. 
As he opened the door, 
Carl Stewart grasped him around 
the neck and pulled him 
to

floor. 
The other men in the pen, he 
said," then jumped on him, wrapped 
blankets around his head, took his 
kepes and

themselves. 
Six persons refused to take advan­ 
tage of the opportunity for free­ 
dom and remained in the jail.

Several .amendments, offcrred on 
th floor, were tabled. The bill mak­ 
ing it a felony to work convicts 
in mines or lease them after Sep­ 
tember 80, 1928, was passed by a 
vote of 92 to 1. 
Urged by Representative A. M. 
Tunstall, of Hale county, to carry 
out th e’&ill of th# people of Ala 
bama and the governor of the 
state, the lower house passed the 
senate bills for removal of state 
and county convicts from mines. 
Following passage of the con­ 
vict measures, which were return­ 
ed to the senate for concurrence, 
the house passed without opposi­ 
tion a bill amending the banking 
code and then turned to passage 
of local measures. 
An overwhelming 
majority of 
the senate is claimed by opponents 
of the amendments in the convict 
bilis and a sharp fight for non­ 
concurrence was expected , to de­ 
velop as soon as the bills were re­ 
ceived.

problematical, although its right 
to do so is unquestioned. Leading 
American educators both here and 
in Turkey hope, however, that the 
Turks will continue their policy of

Albert W. StAuto, American direc­ 
tor of Near East colleges that “we 
have never been obliged by the 
Turks to close our doors for a sin­ 
gle day on account of wars or po­ 
litical disturbances.”

Advances 
Over Other Years 
¿ - Reports Show

(AP)—Southern negro farmers are 
learning better methods of farm­ 
ing and home making, according 
to a report by the United State? 
department of agriculture receiv­ 
ed here. They are becoming lan(¡ 
owners and home owners as a re­ 
sult of their renewed interest. 
“Home ownership is the largest 
faction in the solution of the ne­ 
gro problem,” 
the 
department 
says, “and cooperative agriculture 
extepsion work has exerted a great 
influence in the direction. This is 
especially true since negroes have 
been appointed to act as demon­ 
stration agents.” 
The gradual 
increase 
in the 
number of negro agents and also 
in the 
appropriations 
for their 
support during the last ten years_ 
gives much promise for the de­ 
velopment of this work, the gov­ 
ernment rbport says. Ten years 
ago there were 66 negro agents 
and in 1924 there were 299. 
“During 1924, 3,659 negro farm 
era undertook demonstrations with 
cotton,” the agricultural depart­ 
ment says, “and 3,072 carried their 
work to completion and submit­ 
ted reports. 
In addition, 
2,630 
junior club members planted an 
acre or more of cotton and 1,734 
of them completed the work. Many 
of these boys cleared more than 
$100 on their acres. 
“Corn has always been a fav­ 
orite crop for demonstrations by 
adults and juniors in the South. 
More than 3,000 adults and 4,000 
club members completed work with 
this crop. It is estimated that a 
million negro farmers are being 
influenced effectively. Demonstra­ 
tion with other crops and with live­ 
stock has been equally effective. 
The agents 
have visited 
in the 
course of their demonstration work 
more than 28,000 farms and 26,000 
I homes.

Along toward the latter days of this month, or 
the early days in March, ft is anticipated that 
Albany-Decatur’s curb market will begin oper­ 
ation, probably on First Avenue, Albany, near 
the crossing of the Louisville & Nashville spur 
track traversing that avenue. 


Despite the numbers of times that features of 
the curb market have been published in news 
articles, sent over the county in pamphlet form, 
told by word of mouth there remains a consid­ 
erable number who have a hazy sort of idea con­ 
cerning the market, its functions and its regu­ 
lations. 
These plans are taken from the Anniston plan, 
a successful plan and likely to be chosen for the 
Albany-Decatur mart: 


1. 
The producer to the farm er. The producer 
may bring whatever edibles he chooses to the 
market, paying a nominal fee, perhaps 60 cents 
for a registration fee the first day he sells. 
He 
does not have to pay that fee again during the 
year. He will pay a fee of 16 cents for each day 
he sells, the price being settled upon by the curb 
market committee.

To be allowed, a claim for a de­ 
duction for a loss incurred in a 
“transaction entered into for pro­ 
fit," not connected with the tax­ 
payer's trade or business, must 
have several distinct qaulitica. 
The intent to make a profit must 
have existed at the beginning of 
the 
enterprise. Not infrequent’y 
deductions for losses are claimed 
through the sale of a house owned 
md occupied by the taxpayer as a 
home. If the property was puchas- 
ed for the taxpayer’s v persona! use 
as a residence without intent of 
resale, it Wat not a “transaction 
entered into for profit.” A loss 
sustained in the sale of a house 
purchased by the taxpayer as his 
residence without intent to make 
a profit, and subsequently rent­ 
ed, is not deductible. A perron 
claiming deduction for loss incur­ 
red in the sale of residential prop­ 
erty should attach to his return 
an affidavit stating the facts as to 
the use of the property, supported 
by evidence, 
record 
if possible, 
showing his intent when he enter­ 
ed thetransaction. 
A taxpayer who buys an auto- 
molote to be used for business 
purpose» and sells- it at a loss is 
entitled to a deduction for the loss 
sustained. But >a loss sustained in 
the sale of an automobile purchas­ 
ed for pleasure or convenience is 
not deductible, the transaction not 
having been entered into for pro­ 
fit..
